Funds transferred to the Nebraska State Patrol pursuant to this21

section shall be expended consistent with all applicable federal22

laws, rules, and regulations pertaining to Byrne Criminal History23

Improvement set-aside funds.24

There is included in the appropriation to this program25

for FY2011-12 $485,979 Cash Funds and for FY2012-13 $485,97926
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Cash Funds, which appropriation amounts shall only be expended1

to provide law enforcement coverage along state road construction2

zones. The Department of Roads shall contract with the Nebraska3

State Patrol for such law enforcement coverage and shall pay for4

such services from the Roads Operations Cash Fund to the Nebraska5

State Patrol Cash Fund in four equal quarterly amounts to be6

transferred by the State Treasurer on or before July 15, October7

15, January 15, and April 15, for both FY2011-12 and FY2012-13.8
